Learning that Attorney-General Farrow 
had returned to the city from Oglethorpe, Ma- 
con county, where he has been spending some 
lime recently, conducting the investigation as 
to the assassination of Hon. George W. Fish, 
Judge of the Thirteenth Senatorial District 
Court, we took upon ourselves yesterday, 
the trouble to ascertain directly from him 
such facts as the public are permitted to 
know. 

A few days after the assassination, the 
Governor sent the Attorney-General to Ogle- 
thorpe, with instructions to use every possible 
exertion, and incur all necessary expenses to 
detect and punish the assassins. The Attor- 
ney-General carricd with him two detectives, 
Mr. Ed. Murphy and Captain Rarbury. Upon 
arriving there, he found several prisoners in 
jail, and turned them all at liberty except 
one—a negro. He remained several days, 
and returned home, leaving the detectives 
there with full knowledge of hie theory of 
the case. 

About ten days afterwards, John R. Hol- 
senback, a Radical bailiff of that Militia Dis- 
trict, was arrested and a day fixed for a court 
of inquiry. The Attorney-General, in the 
meanwhile, returns to Oglethorpe and ap- 
pears at the court of inquiry, determined to 
arrest old man Lloyd, the father of Thomas 
P. Lloyd, Solicitor-General of that Judicial 
Circuit, but didn't wish to arrest him until 
night. During the day the jail was cleaned 
out and placed in a more decent and com- 
fortable condition.
